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MARKET  REVIEW 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  distributors  on 
March.  30,  1974  totaled  2,450,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  pre- 
liminary reports.    This  was  down  327,000  tons  from  the  end  of  March  last 
year  and  down  58,000  tons  from  the  end  of  February  1974.    Beet  processors 
stocks  of  1,274,000  tons  were  56,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  and 
157,000  tons  less  than  a  year  earlier.    Raw  and  refined  sugar  stocks  reported 
on  hand  by  cane  sugar  refiners  totaled  825,000  tons,  up  16,000  tons  from 
the  end  of  February  but  down  56,000  tons  from  the  end  of  March  of  last  year. 

Sales  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  which  were  at  a  record  rate 
during  January  and  February  1974  were  off  in  March, as  compared  with  March 

of  1973  and  1972,  according  to  preliminary  reports.  Through  April  6,  1974, 
sales  were  reported  as  2,927,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with 
2,769,000  and  2,756,000  tons,  respectively,  reported  sold  through  April  6 
of  1973  and  1972.  However,  at  year-end  1973  there  were  6,000  tons  of  sugar 
constructively  delivered,  i.e.,  sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in  December 
but  physically  delivered  in  January  and  February  of  the  following  year. 
Constructive  deliveries  totaled    130,000  tons  in  1972  and  88,000  tons  in 
1971.    Therefore,  physical  deliveries  through  April  6,  1974  totaled 
2,933,000  tons  compared  with  2,899,000  tons  and  2,844,000  tons,  resoectively , 
physically  delivered  through  April  6  of  1973  and  1972. 

Regionally,  reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  of  des- 
tination totaled  more  than  34,000,000  hundredweight  during  January  and 
February  of  1974,  up  about  20  percent  from  reported  deliveries  during  those 
two  months  of  1973.  Reported  deliveries  were  up  in  all  of  the  five  geo- 
graphical regions  with  the  West  up  the  most — 41.6  percent,  followed  by 
increases  of  23.1  percent  for  the  North  Central  region,  18  percent  for 
New  England,  14.8  percent  for  the  South  and  11.4  percent  for  the  Mid- 
Atlantic  region. 

By  states  of  destination,  reported  deliveries  in  January -February  1974 
as  compared  with  those  months  of  1973,  were  higher  in  47  states  and  lower 
in  three.  Fourteen  states  had  increases  of  100,000  hundredweight  or  more 
and  eight  had  increases  of  more  than  200,000  hundredweight.     Illinois  had 
the  largest  increase — 1,158,000  hundredweight,  followed  by  California  up 
944,000  and  Michigan  up  340,000  hundredweight.    Only  the  District  of 
Columbia  down  17,000  hundredweight,  Vermont  down  5,000  and  Indiana  down 
4,000  received  less  sugar  in  January-February  1974  than  in  those  months  of 
1973. 

The  daily  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to 
New  York  (No.  10  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange) 
averaged  18.11'  cents  per  pound  during  March,  up  from  17.09  cents  in 
February  and  9.45  cents  in  March  of  1973.  During  the  latter  half  of  March 
the  quotation  followed  a  declining  trend  falling  from  19.00  cents  on 
March  20  to  17.00    cents  on  March  28,  then  rising  to  17.08  cents  on  March  29. 
During  April  the  quotation  has  followed  a  rising  trend,  increasing  from 
17.25  cents  ofi  April  1  to  19.50  cents  on  April  11.    On  April  15  the 
quotation  was    19.50    cents  and  for  the  period    April  1-15     averaged  18.20 
cents  compared  with  9.58         cents  during  that  period  of  last  year. 
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During  the  period  under  review  substantial  increases  in  the  price 
quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  100-pound  paper  bags — the 
basis  pack  and  in  bulk  were  announced  by  sellers  in  most  of  the  pricing 
territories . 


On  March  27,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  a  price  increase  of  1.8 
cents  per  pound  for  all  industrial  products  in  all  of  their  sales  ter- 
ritories, effective  March  28.     A  subsequent  amendment  to  the  announce- 
ment changed  the  effective  date  to  April  1.     This  would  increase  the  quoted 
price  for  100-pound  bags  of  sugar  to  22.70  cents  per  pound  in  the  Northeast. 
Mid-Central  and  Southeast  territories  and  to  22.30  cents  in  the  Gulf  and 
Chicago-West  territories.  Other  interested  sellers  in  these  territories 
followed  with  announcements  of  similar  prices  and  terms. 

A  beet  sugar  processor  announced,  effective  April    l  that  the  emoted 
price  for  100-pound  bags  of  refined  sugar  sold  in  the  Chicago-West  ter- 
ritory would  be  increased  1.0  cent  per  pound  to  21.70  cents.  Other  in- 
terested sellers  of  beet  sugar  in  the  territory  followed  with  announcements 
of  similar  price  increases. 

A  beet  sugar  processor  announced,  effective  April  9,  in  its  Inter- 
mountain  Northwest  territory,  an  increase  of  1.00  cent  per  pound  in  the 
quoted  price  for  100-pound  bags  of  refined  sugar.     This  increased  the  price 
from  20.70  cents  to  21.70  cents  per  pound.     The  same  seller  announced  an 
increase  of  1.00  cent  per  pound ^in  the  wholesale  price  for  100-pound  bags 
of  refined  sugar  sold  in  the  Pacific  Coast  Territory,  increasing  the  price 
from  21.30  cents  per  pound  to  22.30  cents. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale 
in  100-pound  paper  bags  and  in  bulk  by  regions.  Significant  variations  of 
actual  prices  from  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in  certain  regions  reflecting 
discounts  resulting  from  competitive  conditions.

The  U.S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
bags  averaged  17.76  cents  per  pound  during  February,  up  from  16.96  cents 
in  January  and  14.24  cents  in  February  of  last  year  for  an  increase  of 
24.7  percent  during  the  12-month  period. 
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Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Florida  through  April  8,  1974  totaled 
778,184  short  tons,  commercial  weight  basts,  with  the  harvest  of  the  1973- 
74  crop  more  than  90  percent  complete. 

The  strike  of  the  International  Longshoremen fs  and  Warehousemen's 
Union  ClLWU)  which  was  called  against  Hawaii's  sugar  plantations  on 
March  9,  1974  was  settled  on  April  16.    The  plantations  are  expected 
to  be  back  to  normal  operations  in  a  few  days. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Texas  continues  with  production  through 
April  1,  1974,  totalling  35, 084 J  short  tons,  commercial  weight  basis. 

The  spot  quotation  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  for 
world  bulk  sugar  (No.  11  Contract)  f .o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean 
ports,  including  Brazil,  averaged  21.27  cents  per  pound  during  March,  about 
the  same  as  for  February  but  up  from  8.89  cents  in  March  of  last  year  for 
an  increase  of  about  139  percent  during  the  12-month  period.  During  March 
the  world  price  remained  relatively  strong,  fluctuating  between  a  low  of 
18.50  cents  per  pound  on  March  28  and  a  high  of  23.00'  cents  on  March  12-13. 

In  April  the  quotation  followed  a  strengthening  trend,  rising  from  18. 
cents  on  April  1  to  20.50  cents  on  April  5  after  which  it  weakened,  de- 
clining to  20.00  cents  on  April  9.     On  April  10  the  quotation  rose  to 
21.50  cents  and  on  April  11  to  21.75  cents.  On  April  15  the  quotation 
was  at  22.25      cents  per  pound  and  for  the  period  April  1-15  averaged 
2  0.40  cents  compared  with  8.96  cents  during  the  same  period  of  April  last 
year.

The  increases  were:  the  West  41.6  percent,  the  North  Central  23.1  per- 
cent, the  New  England  18.0  percent,  the  South  14.8  percent  and  the 
Mid-Atlantic  11.4  percent. 

5.  Through  March  30,  1974  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate  (for  con- 
sumption at  retail),  candy  and  confectionery  totaled  33.8  million 
pounds  or  about  29  percent  of  the  9-month  quota  through  Sept.  30,  1974 
and  about  20  percent  of  the  1974  calendar  year  quota.     Compared  to  the 
imports  through  March  31,  1973,  the  percentage  of  quota  filled  is  identi- 
cal, however,  the  quantity  of  imports  in  1973  for  the  same  period,  was 
about  two  million  pounds  greater.
